of fruit, grow abundantly. Sorrento, situated in 
a semicircular plain terminating in a precipice 
by the sea, appeared abruptly in the midst of 
these hijls, gtacefully sloping to the beach. The 
hotel. at hich we stopped was surrounded by an 
orange grove and flower garden, overlooking the 
sea like the hanging gardens of Semiramis. From 
a neighboring height we obtained a view of the 
plain. Several villages peep forth from the dark 
foliage, wiich neatly conceals them and makes a 
delightful retreat from the summer’s sun. Flowers 
were in blossom, trees were budding, and the 
fresh sea breeze came Jaden with sweet perfumes. 
Here nature covers the earth with luxuriance and 
beauty, and makes man forget the tyrannical gov- 
ernment, the superstitious church and the igno- 
rance which with iron hand hold their sway over 
body and mind. Here might a’philosopher live, 
and @ poet see embodied the untold forms of his 
imagination, Romance dwells in the dark ravines, 
where every night may be seen lamps burning 
before the Madonna to chase away the evil spirits, 
which, as frightened peasants believe, wander 
among the gloomy shades. How agreeaoly this 
silence and repose contrast with the gay tumult 


Romans knew howsto appreciate such a place, as 
the ruins of baths, temples and palaces testify. 

We walked from Sorrento to Castellammare 
over an excellent road. One secluded valley in- 
tei venes, enclosed by mountains which seem en- 
vious of ita beauty and unwilling to admit the 
admiring traveler. Here, athough every tree, 
plant, or house is made to serve a-useful purpose, 
yet all appear as if arranged t please the eye, to 
delight the imagination, We departed with a 
heartfelt addio, as if leaving a fear friend. 

At Castellammare, a faint reflection of Naples, 
we arrived late in the evening. While my friends 
were looking for a hotel, I stoyped to purchase a 
few articles, and, being in asirange place, lost 
my way jn attempting to find them. Recollect- 
ing the name of a public house mentioned in our 
guide-béok, by dint of perseverance, wandering 


. I finally reached the right tract. The night was 
durk and chilly, the trees by the wayside threw a 
mysterious shade across my pafh, and the faintly 
glimmering oil lamps permitted me to see but a 
few paces before me. I toiled on beyond the city 
up the mouutain side, until at a late hour I reached 
the hotel. 
ed—a pale face and trembling hand holding a 
candle appeared in the door. After assuring this 
individual that I was not a thief, he bade me ad- 
vance. I inquired in a most nysterious way about 
two gentlemen that should have arrived a short 
time before, but found that they had not been 
seen.

Arnica from my pocket and contemplated it with 
the air of one who would willingly put an end to 
a miserab’e existence by drinking poison, and 
made him lay aside a loaded cane which I carried.

In the morning | found my friends, and taking 
a camage, we drove to Pompeii, laughing over 
my adventure, and occasionally looking back at 
the noble range of mountains that we bad just 
left. Volumes have been written on the ruins 
of Pompeii, therefore it would be useless for me 
to give more than the general impressions which 
I received in walking through the streets of this 
buried city. About one-third of the ruins have 
deen excavated, as nearly as a calculation can 
be made; the rest are Weiting to excite the won- 
der and curiosity of The pavements 
of the streets, the the walls of the 
houses, and the public tain’, are in about 
the same condition as when the inhabitants left 
them eighteen hundred years ago; those parts 
of the houses which are construbted of wood 
and metal, as floors, roofs, doors, &e, alone 
wanting. The mosaic pavements, frescoed walls, 
columns, &c., in the interior, are in a wonderful 
state of preservation, and with a litzle ingenuity 
the buildings might be restored, the household 
furniture and implementa, now in the Museum 
at Naples, might be arranged in their proper 
places, so that the whole would present an ap- 
pearance at least similar to that of the original. 
1 was firstly surprised at the narrowness of the 
streets, only two being wide enough for two car- 
riages to pass each other.. In most of them you 
ean step from one sidewalk to the other. Then 
I was struck by the extremely gloomy exterior 
of the dwelling houses, which, without excep- 
tion, have mo windows opening on the street. 
The Roman so constructed his house that no 
one from without could penetrate the household 
secrets. Entering the portal, you find yourself 
in a square open space, usually surrounded by 
a colonnade, called the Atrium. Here the mas- 
ter of the house transacted business with his 
clients, received calls, &. Around the sides 
were small sleeping apartments, rooms for 
bathing, servants and other purposes. Beyond 
this was another court, likewise uncovered and 
similarly arranged. This was the Peristyle, the 
family sanctum. In the center there was a small 
flower garden, and sometimes a basin with foun- 
tains, perhaps used for fishes. Here at mid-day 
the luxurious reclined, enjoying the cool air 
freshened by the fountain’s spray, and perfumed 
by exotic flowers and plants. Every thing speaks 
ot luxury of the gay, trivolous spirit of the peo- 
ple. The floors were of mosaic, “Ye walls were 
painted in the most gaudy colors, with light, 
airy figures, arabesques, and pictures repre- 


Venus appears not unfrequently. 

You are everywhere reminded of the charac- 
ter of a people that could not see beyond this 
life, and that knew no pleasures except those of 
the senses. Their cellars are still filled with the 
amphor« which contained their wine; the baths, 
both public and private, in which they were ac- 
customed to spend several hours every day, 
bear witness to their effeminate practices; and 


generacy, corruption and shameless profligacy, 
which we cannot contemplate without shudder- 
ing. In several temples, partly destroyed by 
the earthquake that occurred sixteen years be- 
ſore the destruction of Pompeii, may be seen 
indications of the deceit practiced by the heathen 
priests ; particularly in the temple of the Egyp- 
tian Isis, in which the secret staircase and the 
covered vault occupied by the priest that de- 
livered the oracle, are still preserved. Oue can- 
not but wonder at the credulity with which the 
| Romans regarded these deceptions, and al- 
though it mast be remembered that supersti- 
tion isthe weakest, most filexible part of human 
natare, yet it is astonishing to think how blipdly 
they received the extravagant fables invented 
by the priesthood, and that the deception should 
have continued so many centuries. 

A considerable portion of the city was occu- 
pied by public buildings, temples, basilica, the- 
atres, amphitheatres, A., a fact that proves at 
the same time the great influence of, the people 
in public affairs, and their habits of indolence 
and luxury. They spent most of the day in the 


the portico, sheltered from the burning sun,

Hercula- 
neum was destroyed 2 the same eruption 
that buried, Pompeli, A. D. 78. The latter was 
filled by ashes and liquid mud, the tormer by
